BERLIN, June 26.—Princess Ida of Reuss has 
taken temporary refuge with the Kaiser's 
household, owing to a serious difference be- 
tween herself and her husband, Prince 
Henry. The latter has for some time shown 
a disposition to abandon his wife for the com- 
pany of two young ballet girls from London, 
who not long ago performed at the Princess 
Theater. The Prince has bestowed valuable 
gifts on the two young women and has other- 
wise proved his preference for them and his 
indifference for his wife. The Kaiser, it is 
said, will give Prince Henry a memorabDle 
lesson on the duties of a husband. 

PRINCE BISMARCK’S CONDITION. 

Prince Bismarck’s condition is not improv- 
ing. In addition to his old complaint, lum- 
bago, he now complains of occasional pains 
in his head. His faculties are, however, per- 
fectly clear, and he its confident of being 
about shortly in as good health asever. His 
time, when able, is given to the arrangement 
of papers that will probably go down to his- 
tory in his memoirs. All sorts of rumors are 
afioat regarding Bismarck’s health, but the 
above was givento the United Press corre- 
spondent from a thoroughly well-informed 
source.

BRITISH TOPICS. 


ADDING TO THE SQUADRON IX AMERICAN 


WATERS. 


Lorpor, June 26.—The admiralty is prepar- 
ing to add considerably to the strength of the 
Britfsh squadrons in American waters, partly 
with a view to enfercement of the close 
period in the Behring sea and partly aiso for 
an efficient asserting of British interest in 
the various complications now existing on 
the American continent. The Onilian 
troubles have lasted so long, with no appar- 
ent prospect ofa settlement, that an extra 
force of British war vessels will be required 
in all probability on the Chilian coast for 
several months to come, while the situation 
in Hayti and Venezuela also calls for the 
watchtul oversight of English cannon. In 
addition to these transitory grounds for in- 
creasing the naval forces in the Atlantic and 
Pacific. Lord Salisbury is steadily bent on 
increasing the English garrisons in America 
and especially in the West Indies, where the 
men are kept convenient for service any- 
where. 

EMPEROR FRANCIS JOSEPH PLEASED.

JEALOUS AND DRUNK. 


WILLIAM MERRY’S MURDEROUS ATTACK ON HIS 
; DIVORCED WIFE AT A PICNIC. 

GREENVILLE, III., June 2%.—At a picnic 
given just outside of Greenville yesterday by 
the Order of Modern Woodmen of America, 
William Merry madea desperate atte to 
murder his divorced wife, now Miss Phabe 
Blair, and her escort, Charles Davis of Van- 
dalla. The attempt was prompted by jeal- 


| ousy, and caused such an excitement among 


the 2,500 people present that the proceedings 
of the day were broken up. Merry is one 
ot three brothers who are said to be 
dangerous men, and about a year 
ago his wife separated from him and sued for 
a divorce. He was drunk yesterday, and 
seeing his former wife and Davis sitting to- 
gether conversing, seemed to be fired by a 
sudden murderous jealously. He drew a 
knife, slipped up behind the couple, and sud- 
denly throwing his left arm around the wo- 
man’s neck, drew her head back against his 
shoulder. Then he made a sweep at her 
throat with the knife, but fortunately the 
blade only struck her face, inflicting a pain- 
ful but not dangerous wound. Believing that 
ne had cut her throat, Merry turned 
upon Davis and stabbed him in the 
neck and shoulder, severing an artery. 
The desperate ex-husband then rushed 
out through the crowd, cut the halter-strap 
holding his horse and drove at break-neck 
speed intotown. There he went through the 
streets announcing that he had killed two 
people at the picnic and daring any one to 
arrest him. He then drove once more to the 
picnic grounds in Griggs’ Grove, where he 
also Gefied arrest and again gotaway safe- 
ly. But in the course of half an hour he 
returned the second time. A party of armed 
men had organized and at once closed around 
his buggy. Mayor James Miller struck at 
Merry witha club and knocked the bloody 
knife from his hands. He was then easily 
overpowered and would, it is said, have been 
mobbed on the spot had it not been for the 
Sheriff of the county, who took charge of 
him and carried him into town. The wounded 
couple were attended to by Drs. Easley of 
Greenville and Groves of East St. Louis. Miss 
Blair is in no danger, but Davis issaid to be 
seriously hurt, having lost a great quantity 
of blood from the severing of the artery in his 
neck 


FRENCHY NO. 1. 

New Tom., June 26.—Quite a sensation was 
created yesterday in the trial of George 
Frank, the French sailor suspected of being 
„Jack the Ripper, who is charged with 
murdering Carrie Brown, otherwise Known 
as Shakespeare. The excitement was 
caused by a Norwegian sailor named Charles 
Janser, approaching the French interpreter, 
Mr. Sperco, and telling him that while in 
Jamaca he heard that a French sailor 
who had been there a short time before him 
had acknowledged that he committed the 
New York crime, which so closely resembied 
the celebrated Ripper murders in London. 
The sailor stated that the man claimed that 
he escaped the next day in acoolie ship and 
seemed proud of his success in baffiing In- 
spector Byrnes and his detectives.

How Officers of a Oorporation Became 
Personally Liable for Ita Debts. 


New Tom, June 2%.—A case of interest to 
business men was decided by Judge Cullen in 
the Supreme Court two days ago. It shows 
how an officer of a company makes himself 
person ally able for the company’s inter- 
ests through ignorance of the law governing 
negotiable paper. Suit was brought by the 
Merchants’ National Bank of Portland, Me., 
against John Clark and Edwin H. Close, to 
recover the face of a promissory note given 
dy the latter to the Clark & Chaplin Ice Co. 
of Maine in payment of a debt of the 
Ridgewood Ice Co. of Brooklyn, which failed 
last September and is nowin the hands of a 
receiver. The note was afterwards discount- 
ed by the bank which is plaintiff in the ac- 
tion, but the note was given by Ulark and 
Close, as they supposed, in their official ca- 
pacity as President and Treasurer of the 
Ridgewood Ice Co., and as an obligation of 
that company, but their astonishment now 
grows apparent. By a technical error in the 
form ofthe note they are personally lable 
as makers thereof, and the Ridgewood Ice 
Co. ig not held responsible on it. The note, 
which isin the printed form in use by the 
company for some time past, reads thus:

CHRISTIAN CHURCH CONTROVERSIES. 


Dr. Brieges Contributes an Article to the

Henry Johnson, the 
colored driver of the carriage, has been ar- 
rested charged with manslaughter. 


FLOATED AT HIGHWATER. 


AN ENGLISH RAILROAD PASSENGER STEAMER 
HAS A CLOSE CALL. 

Lonpox, June 2%.—News has besn received 
here to the effect that Brighton & South 
Coast Rallroad’s passenger steamer Nor- 
mandie plying between Dieppe, France, and 
New Haven, ran on the rocks off Beachyhead 
during a fog this morning. There were 150 
passengers on board the Normandie at the 
time she ranashore. Luckily, the sea was 
calm and no loss of life is reported. At the 
offices of the Brighton & South Coast Railroad 
in this city, the statement is made that the 
passengers are entirely out of danger and 
steamers have been sent to the Normandie’s 
assistance. It is added that the steamship 
has suffered but little damage and that it is 
expected that she will be floated during the 
day.

The Pork Corner: Frightened by Chi- 
cago’s Diseased Meat Sensation,

RESULT OF THE FIRST ATTEMPT AT 
FEDERAL INSPECTION. 


Reported Discovery of Trichinee in Chi- 
cago Pork a Blow at American Export 
Trade— Nelson Morris & Co.’s St. 
Louis Representative Seen—No Cause 
for Local Alarm. 


The reported finding of trichine in the 
meat of hogs killed at the Chicago Stock 
Yards has causeda sensationin St. Louis, 
and was theone subject of conversation in 
the pork corner on Ohange 
to-day. For several days past 
the Federal inspection of pork under 
direction of Prof. Michels has been going 


forward in Chicago at the rooms of Nelson | 


on Halsted street, and 
the results have been awaited with 
the deepest interest by local packers. 
Two days ago the first news of the finding of 
trichinae was received here, and it at once 
had its effectin the market, which sagged 
heavily, suffering a decided break yes- 
terday afternoon. To-day the published 
reports in the Chicago Herald, stating that 
the microscopic examination was revealing 
the presence of trichine in Chicago pork to 
such an extent that the Government officials 
refused to, make public the full details of 
their discoveries for fear of creating wide- 
spread alarm, caused the discussion on 
»Change to take a renewed activity. The 
opinion was openly expressed that another 
**trichinw@ scare’’ was imminent owing to 
such reported discoveries. 

THE ST. LOUIS SUPERINTENDENT SEEN. 
Nelson Morris & Co., which is one of the 
famous Big Four packing combine, has a 
local branch of its establishment in East St. 
Louis, where its Chicago products are 
handled. A Post-DISPATCH reporter was 
sent to the East side this morn- 
ing to gain fuller particulars 
ofthe reported finding of triching in the 
meat of hogs examined in their Chicago 
rooms, Supt. J. F. Appell was seen, but had 
not been posted by his Chicago principals as 
to the examination now under way. 

This is the first I have heard of it, said 
Mr. Appell, ‘‘and even now I don’t under- 
stand the reports to state that the meat ex- 
amined is exclusively that handled by Nel- 
son, Morris & Co. It states simply that 
the Federal examination is being 
carried forward in their rooms, and 
it may be that all Chicago pork is being 
tested there. I have not had one word from 
Chicago relative to the affair, and until I 
hear from the house there I cannot dis- 
cuss the affair intelligently. We 
do not kill or pack hogs 
here at all, and are simply a distributing 
branch of the Chicago house. I am inclined 
to think the affair is being greatly exagger - 
ated, and that a trichine scare’ is being 
caused without sufficient foundation.’’ 

THE OPINION ON CHANGE. 

On Change the statement was made that 
the firm of Nelson, Morris & Co. had volun- 
tarily requested that the first Federal ex- 
amination of pork under the new law be 
made at their place, and that the sensa- 
tional rumors now current were 
the result of that examination. Nelson, 
Morris & Co., it was said, do a’ large export 
business, and the advantage of a Govern- 
ment advertisement to the world that the 
hogs packed by them were free from disease 
would well repay them for submitting first to 
the law, the official examination not being 
compulsory. The feeling this morning, 
however, was not 80 panicky as 
that which affected the market yesterday, 
and the general idea was that it would be 
best to await the official report. Mr. Michael 
McEnuits of Francis Whittaker & Sons admit- 
ted that the Chicago newspaper reports had 
exercised a bad effect on the markets, but 
said: 

**I think it will be found that they are ex- 
aggerated. The object of the Federal inspec- 
tion law was to affordea guarantee tothe 
world, and especially to Germany and 
France, in an effort tore-establish American 
pork in those countries, that the meats ex- 
ported were absolutely free from trichine. 

„Should it be established asa fact that 
trichine has been discovered in considerable 
quantities it would havea most disastrous 
effect on the export trade, although there is 
no trouble at present so far as the English 
markets are concerned. There is no doubt 
that the meat examined is that handled by 
Nelson, Morris & Co., as that house was the 
strongest advocate of Federal inspection. 
They urged the passage of the bill from 
the start, and the Chicago staff of examin- 
ers was formed under Prof. Michels. Nelson, 
Morris & Oo. celebrated the beginning of 
Federalinspection in Chicago by giving the 
staff a big dinner, The inspection is not 
compulsory. Itisestablished merely for the 
benefit of either buyers or sellers for export 
trade, and is not made unless a request to 
that effect is preferred by interested 
parties. The Chicago staff of inspection is 
the first to be organized, and consists of 
about thirty assistants to Prof. Michels, It 
takes some time to organize such a board and 
there will not be one in st. Louis 
for at least several weeks. The 
next places in which Federal inspection 
is to be made are Kansas Oity and Omaha, 
where the Inspection Bureaus are under pro- 
cess of organization. I do not know how 
packers generally regardthe law, but it 
is left to them whether or not 
they will take advantage of it. The 
system has no bearing upon the domestic 
trade at all, and as I said, is intended solely 
for the benefit of the heavy exporters. I am 
afraid that the result of the present inspec- 
tion, however, if the alleged facts are con- 
firmed, will be to revive the old trichme 
panic.’ 97

AN EAST sr. LOUIS PACKER, 

Mr. James K. Savage of the East St. Louis 
Packing & Provision Co., said: 

do not know when Federal inspection 
will begin in St. Louis, nor whether it will be 
utilized by the local packers. Ihave not yet 
made any request for an inspection 
of the meats handled by us. The unexpected 
results of the Chicago examination’ are 
rather rough on the firm of Nelson, Morris &

you get a lot of people with microscopes 
looking into “meats, you can’t always tell 
what the outcome will be.

Mrs. Kennerly’s Oase Against R. P. 
Waring Called in Court. 


WHY SHE DEEDED $50,000 WORTH OF 
PROPERTY TO HIM. 


Thought Sue Was Going to Die and 
Wanted Her Brother to Divide Her 
Property Among Her Relatives—The 
Sister and Brother Both on the Witness- 
Stand This Morning. 


The suit of Blizabeth Kennerly of South St. 
Louls against her brother, Robert P. Waring, 
to recover a fortune.of $50,000 which she gave 
into his possession, believing herself to 
be dying, is on trial in Judge 
Fisher’s court to-day. Mrs. Kennerly, whois 
69 years old, is well-known in South St. Louis, 
where she owned a large amount of property 
in the vicinity of Keokuk street and Broad- 
way. In all she owned about twenty houses 
and lots and held other securities in notes 
amounting to some $20,000. 

Last fall a year ago she was taken sick, and 
her brother, Robert P. Waring of Union 
County, Ky., and his wife came to St. Louis 
to take care of her. Mrs. Kennerly was be- 
lieved to be dying, and her physicians 
entertained no hopes of her recovery. While 
in this condition she deeded her property 
toher brother, who also obtained posses- 
sion of her other securities. The 
old lady recovered, however, when complaint 
was lodged against her in the Probate Court 
by relatives that she was of unsound mind. 
She was examined by a jury in the Probate 
Court and discharged. 

FROM WEALTH TO WANT. 

Her restoration to health and freedom 
from the imputation of insanity was 
only to find herself reduced from wealth to 
the position ofa penniless dependant on her 
brother’s bounty, Waring having taken 
possession of the entire estate. Mrs. 
Kennerly’s attorneys claim that she was not 
aware that she had deeded away her proper- 
ty until some months later, supposing all the 
time, she says, that she was signing an in- 
strument giving her brother authority to act 
as her agent. 

Waring’s attorneys Claim that the deed Is 
genuine. It was executed, as set forth in the 
petition, Jan, 24, 1990. On March 4 of the 
same year another deed is alleged to 
have been executed, which Warring’s 
attorneys claim was done in order to 
set at restany cloud which might rest on 
the title in consequence of doubts as to Mrs. 
Kennerly’s mental condition at the time of 
executing the first deed. 

LEAVING HOME, 

On realizing that her brother intended to 
Keep her property, the old lady left her home 
and went to live at the Mission Home, an 
institution in South St. Louis for the 
reformation of young girls and which had 
been established by Mrs. Kennerly when she 
was in possession of her wealth. She is at 
present living there. When she brought the 
present action to recover her property from 
her brother she had to get the court’s 
permission to sue as a poor person. The 
proceeding in court to-day is in the form of 
an inquiry by the Court before passing on a 
motion made by Mrs. Kennerly’s attorneys to 
have a receiver for the estate appointed 
pending the hearing of the case. Mrs. 
Kennerly is represented by H. M. Wilcox 
and G. E. Smith, and Waring is represented 
by the law frmof T. and E. L. Gottschalk 
and William H. Clopton. Mrs. Kennerly was 
in court and occupied a posi- 
tion near the rear of the 
court-room. Her brother was also present 
and sat beside Mr, Clopton, who was con- 
ducting the case. 

CASE OPENED. 

Dr. A. B. Shaw was the first witness. He 
testified to having been called to at- 
tend Mrs. Kennerly when she was taken 
sick, He had been called in by Mr. Waring, 
he said. He found the patient suffering from 
paralysisand her mind was also affected. 
Patient told witness that she had been to the 
Holy Land and that she had seenthe Blessed 
Virgin bore a hole in the ground with an au- 
ger, and that holy water flowed 
from the hole, Witness had deen 
told Dy Mr. Waring that he 
wished to knowif Mrs. Kennerly was in a 
proper mental condition to convey property. 
Witness stated he thought she was not. 
Witness called again to see Mrs. Kennerly 
Jan. 23, She was better, but still in a weak 
mental condition. She told witness that she 
wished to deed her property to her 
brother because he had been so good 
and kind to her during heriliness. During 
Dr. Shaw’s examination it transpired that 
Mrs. Kennerly also owned six houses in IIII- 
nois. Mr. Clopton tried to show that wit- 
ness was prejudiced against his client, Mr. 
Waring, because of a controversy between 
them in consequence of Dr. Shaw’s charge of 
$50 for his visit as an expert. 

Considerable discussion was indulged in 
between Court and counsel after the exam- 
ination of Dr, Shaw relative to the appoint- 
ing of a receiver, Mr. Clopton seeking to 
show by legal arguments that it was nota 
proper thing to do, Judge Fisher overruled 
the objections, stating that if he saw fit to 
interfere the appointing of a receiver would 
be a protection without doing any injury to 
anyone. 

A witness, to whom Mrs. Kennerly had 
deeded a house, was examined, but nothing 
important was elicited from him, Mrs. Ken- 
nerly wasinthe habit, it seems, of giving 
her tenants an opportunity to purchase 
homes. She would allow them to pay in 
monthly payments, and when a certain 
amount was paid she would give a deed. 

MES. KENNERLY’S TESTIMONY. 

Mrs. Kennerly then took the stand. Asked 
asto whenshe had taken sick she replied 
that since she recetued the stroke she could 
not remember dates. She was sick, how- 
ever, and was in bed for a long time. she 
had twenty-six houses. She had sold twenty - 
three houses on time payments. Asked if 
she had sent for her brother she replied that 
when she found she was going to be 
taken sick she said to a friend that she wanted 
her property to be given into the hands of her 
brother to be divided out among her rela- 
tives. She believed her brother, like the rest 
of her family, was strictly upright. Asked if 
her brother had any property she replied that 
he had 160 acres of land in Kentucky. He 
worked the ground himself. She went to 
see her brother once and found them 
lying on a pallet and with no chairs in the 
house. She bought them chairs ang assisted 
them otherwise. a 

The plaintiff gave her testimony in an in - 
telligible manner. She spoke in a low 
voice, and has a refined manner. She 
was living, she stated, when taken sick ina 
house she bought from Dr. Barron twenty 


years ago. 

Who lives in that house now?’’ asked her 
attorney. 

Robert Waring, replied the witness, 
looking straight at her brother.

POSTMASTER HARLOW HAS PLANNED 
SOME RADICAL CHANGES. 


i 
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The Carondelet Office Does Not Pay and 
Will Go With the Rest--The Civil 
Service Examination in the Poly- 
technic—A Oounterfeiter Not Afraid 
of the Law. | 


The Post-office sub-stations of the city will 
probably pass out of existence with this 
year. It transpired to-day that this would 
be the first thing brought about by Postmas- 
ter Harlow’s plan for the distribution of 
mail by street cars. There will de 
nothing especially startling to the 
few confidants of Postmaster Harlow in 
the departments who are thoroughly 
acquainted with his plans, but the news will 
be a shock to several officials whose posi- 
tions do not come under the kindly protective 
influence of the Civil Service laws. The 
Carondelet Post-Office has not yet been given 
a postmaster, and chief clerk Ellsworth G. 
Doernig, who is now performing the duties 
of the postmaster will remain in 
that position until the office is wiped out by 
the new system, This office will be the first 
to go. Probably it will be abolished by De- 
cember. The others will follow asthe street 
car service makes them unnecessary, and in 
the absence of Postmaster Harlow, who 
took a tour of the stations to-day, 
Assistant Postmaster Isaac G. Sturgeon 
was asked how soon the sub-stations would 
be abolished. He said he thought all of them 
would be out of existence by the istof Janu 
ary. The Carondelet Post-Office, Mr. Stur- 
geon said, had never paid. Mr. Surgeon 
thought there was no reason for the station 
postmasters to be disturbed by the situation. 
They would probably be employed elsewhere 
in the department when the offices were 
abolished, 


Civil Service Examinations. 

The atmosphere is suffocating to-day in the 
Branch High School rooms of the Polytechnic 
building where the examination of appli- 
cants for junior clerkships in the post-office 
is being conducted. The Civil Service 
Commission got these rooms from 
the School Board, and each one 
is hotter than the other. Secretary D. H. 
Hays cameup tothe rooms by the elevator 
and was cool when he got there, but by the 
hour fixed for the examination to commence 
he was using a fan vigorously, although all 
the doors and windows were open. 

**‘Whew!’’ said he, as he looked around 
over the 290 young men and women, most of 
them with hot flushed facesand handker- 
chiefs and fans by them onthe desks, ‘‘If 
somebody doesn’t faintin here to-day I shall 
be glad. 

The applicants began to arrive at the Poly- 
technic Building long before the elevator was 
started by Engineer Jacques. Some of them 
were standing in the doorways at 8 o’clock. 
Half an hour later they began to come in a 
hurry, with little rolls of paper, pens and 
Ink- bottles. They came singly, by couples 
and in parties of half a doz- 
en or more. All of them looked 
anxious, and differed widely from the little 
crowds of school children that troop every 
morning, laughingand chattering, through 
the same doors. There were girls who seemed 
to have barely reached the age of 16, and 
angular women with spectacles who were 
surely over % and had fiown to 
the promise of place offered by 
the examination as a blessed relief 
from the hard struggle with the world. Sev- 
eral young men and middle aged ones swung 
themselves up tothe elevator on crutches. 
Thirty colored men and women were among 
the applicants, and in the examination room 
they sat among the others, although 
not on the same little benches. 
Eighty of the 100 women who 
had made application came to the rooms 
and took the question papers. These were 
handed around to the competitors ac 9:80 
o’clock. They were printed, and the ques- 
tions were presented so simply that they 
could be understood by the most elementary 
public school student. In spite of that a few 
of the girls gave them up 
after a glance and went 
down stairs talking dolefully with each 
other. The rest went to work witha will at 
the examination. All the five members of 
the Examining Board were present to an- 
swer questions, and they were assisted by 
several clerks from the Post-office. One of 
these was Mrs. Catherine Kuehn, who is one 
of the two women inthe Post office. She 18 
employed in the Money Order Division. 

Do you find the work in the Post-office too 
hard for women?’’ she was asked. 

As a general thing, yes, she answered, 
with a smile. ‘‘A woman must be both 
young and plucky to hold a position. It is 
principally a matter of endurance—the work 
is so terribly exhausting. If a woman gets 
into the Post-office she must make up her 
mind not to give up, under any circum- 
stances. 

The best prepared of the students got 
through their papers by 1 o’clock, and 
handed them to President John H.-Cookson, 
but a large number were still there when a 
reporter looked in the rooms two hours later. 
The St. Louis Examining Board will look 
over the papers, mark the percentages and 
forward the result tothe Civil Service Com- 
missioner in Washington, keeping a dupli- 
cate list here. The vacant places will be 
given to those who make the highest per- 
centages, in their order.

Senor Jose Maria 
Gastro, specialist in the latter field, and said 
to be the best in Colombia, has agreed to join 
the party whichis to attend the Exposition. 
There will also be a band of Colombian 
students playing banilas, chuchuos and other 
peculiar native instruments in picturesque 
native costumes.

One of the Jacmel Fenians Dogged 
by Assassins, 


NEW LIGHT THROWN UPON CINCIN- 
NATI'S MURDER MYSTERY. 


Kendall Believed te Have Been Mistaken 
for a Man Who Is Pursued by Emis- 
saries of the OClan-Na-Gail—A Story 
Which Recalls the Famous Dr. Oronin 
Tragedy. 


CINCINNATI, O., June 28.— Interest in the 
Kendall mystery increases, and the assassin, 
ation theory ig gaining adherents. As stated 
yesterday, there is good reason for the belief 
that he was mistaken for M. J. Green, and 
deliberately murdered by the emissaries 
of the Olan-na-Gael. Kendall’s body 
was found in the river a few miles 
below North Bend on Wednesday of 
last week. Decomposition’ had hardly set in 
and the identity of the dead man was easily 
determined. The Coroner deferred closing 
the inquest until last Saturday. It was de- 
veloped that Kendall had been engaged as 
the Newport agent of the Challenge Preserv- 
ing Co., and that when last seen he 
was in Cincinnati Saturday afternoon, when 
he visited his cousin, ‘‘Newt’’ Kendall. 
Shortly before dark Kendall left, saying he 
intended to take the Newport ferryboat. It 
was the last seen of him alive. He lived on 
Saratoga street, Newport, having an office 
near his home, where he lived with his wife 
andtwosmall children. The family moved 
from Ohioto Newport several months ago. 
The mystery of Kendall’s death was not un- 
raveled by the Coroner’s inquest. 

PURSUED BY ASSASSINS. 

Several theories were advanced to account 
for Kendall’s death, but none of them seemed 
plausible, and the case seemed to be in a fair 
way to take rank among the many unsolved 
murder mysteries of a great city. But yes- 
terday a new light was thrown upon the 
tragedy which may yet prove strong enough 
to explain what prompted the crime, though 
it may fail to reveal the identity of its per- 
petrators. 

For the past two weeks an artist named M. 
J. Green has been stopping at an obscure 
hotel in this city. Mr. Green, though known 
to few people in Cincinnati, has a history, 
and this history is closely linked with the 
secret work of the organization known as the 
Clan-na-Gael. Thestory he tells gives 
strong color to the suspicion that 
Kendall, who bore a strong 
resemblance to him, met his death at the 
hands of assassins, who mistook him for the 
man whose life they had determinee to take. 
Green was one of the fifty men selected to 
sail from New York City on the brigantine 
Jackmel to Ireland. The boat was bought by 
the Fenians in 1867 and leit New York one 
night, loaded with ammunition and without 
clearance papers. At sea the vessel’s name 
was changen to Erin’s Hope. 

The plans of the Fenians were frustrated 
by the British Government, and Green, with 
several of his shipmates, was cast into prison. 
A year later when he returned to New York 
after his imprisonment for having taken 
partin the Jackmel affair he shunned all 
movements which were inimical to the Goy- 
ernment of Britain and persistently refused 
to link his fortunes with an Irish organiza- 
tion ofa secret nature. These things have 
led tothe strange circumstances connected 
with Mr. Green’s life subsequent to the Fe- 
nian raid and the capture of the brigantine 
Jackmel, which slipped out of New York 
Harbor. 

A STARLING DISCOVERY. 

While inthe West inthe early part of the 
present summer he discovered that he was 
being persistently shadowed, and one day 
was startled to meet a man with whom he 
had been a fellow- passenger on the Jackmel, 
and with whom he had subsequently quar- 
reled in New York City. He was followed by 
two strange men through a part of the North- 
west, and finally, at Buite Citya bold at- 
tempt was made to entrap him, but the assas- 
sins were frustrated and Mr. Green came 
East, arriving in Chicago. Soon, however, 
Mr. Green became convinced that he wag be- 
ing systematically watched by one or two 
parties who followed him clandestinely about 
the streets of Chicago, and finally an attempt 
was made to assassinate him. 

He left Chicago and went to Boston, where 
he sought an introduction to O’ Donovan 
Rossa, Patrick Ford and other prominent 
Irishmen. The story told by Green, however, 
did not interest these men and Green left for 
New York, his life all the while being a 
burden by reason of the suspicion under 
which he labored. 

He lived in New York for several months 
but was again spotted by his enemies, and 
constantly kept a look-out for the Nemesis. 
He finally appealed tothe police, Inspector 
Byrne giving him permission to carry a re- 
volver for protection. His life was one of 
continual torture while he stayed in New 
York.

He thinks that 
Kendall's life was taken by assassins, who 
were bent on killing another man and that 
man himself. He says that the men who have 
been following him are very clandestine 
in their manner of getting away witha 
marked victim and the policedo not Know 
of their whereabouts, He claims that the 
police of New Yorkand Chicago are con- 
stantly on the lookout for members of such 
societies and thinks that if the authorities of 
Cincianati are disposed to look into the 
death of Kendall they may unravel an inter- 
eting case. 

So the case stands to-day. The police are 
working on it, but decline to give out any 
information. Mr. Geeen has not determined 
what his future course will be. It is not 
likely that he will remain in Oineinnati long 
now that heis convinced the assassins are 
watching him at every turn.

The Health Department Physicians Pro. 
_ paring to Treat Them. 


HOW PATIENTS ARE CARED FOR AT THE 
CITY DISPENSABY. 


Precautions That Should Be Taken to Pre. 
vent Overheating—Intoxicating Drinks 
Responsible. for Most Cases of Sun- 
Stroke People Who Work in the Sun 
Should Keep Their Heads Moist.

. Yesterday we had two people hero, 
who, while not exactly overheated, had some 
threatening symptoms of being affected by 
the heat. The ice-bags, which I wish 
‘ordered, are small and made of rubber. 
We use them to hold broken ce 
in treating cases of sunstroke, so that when 
we put ice to the patient’s head the drippings 
will not run all over him and everything else. 
I am ordering new bags because those which 
we used last year are not in the best condi. 
tion, the service they are put to making them 
rot.’’ 

you anticipate sunstroke cases im- 
mediately ?’’ 

„Well, you cannot tell when they may 
come. A few hot nights causing people to 
lose sleep and become weak, would be apt to 
bring on a sunstroke epidemic.’’ 

THE TREATMENT. e 

‘*What is the best method of treating cases 
of overheating and sunstroke?’’ 

**With ice and cold water. We place a lot 
of cots in the hall ot the building here and 
have a sort of temporary ward there with a 
big wire screen dividing it from the rest of 
the hall. A policeman is stationed at either 
end of the hall to keep people from blocking 
up the place. Thereis a breeze constantly 
passing through the hall and the patients 
are laid out on the cots and bags 
ot ice placed to their head and ice water |s 
poured on their body. The patients are 
watched closely, and if they are found to he 
sinking stimulants are given them, but not 
otherwise.’’ 

What is the best method of preventing 
sunstroke or overheating?’’ 

HOW TO PREVENT SUNSTROKE. 

„The principal thing is to let liquor and 
beer alone and not expose oneself unnec- 
cessarily to the sun and heat. The least ex- 
posure possible is the best. Where 

0 are compelled to expose 
themselves they should shade their 
heads all they can and itis a good plan to 
keep the head moist by wearing a smal! wet 
sponge or wet cloth on the head. It is well 
not to eat to excess, but men at head work 
need considerable nourishment in the way of 
food, and all should eatin accordance with 
their avocation. Eating is not so important, 
however, as to abstain from intoxicating 
drinks and from exposing yourself unneces- 
sarily. There are in every large city a num- 
der of people who, while not exactly 
insane, are mentally weak. They 
are particularly susceptible to the heat. Not 
only are they readily overheated, hut their 
mind frequently becomes affected in conse- 
quence. Sometimes we get them all right at 
the Hospital but occasionally they have to be 
sent to the Insane Asylum. Drink makes one 
feverish and so adds to the natural heat of 
the sun and that is why people who drink are 
more apt to be prostrated by heat. 

Ide way to keep from getting sunstroke 1s 
to leave intoxicating drinks alone,’’ re- 
marked Sanitary Officer Francis. 

LIQUOR A GREAT CAUSE. 

‘*Fully nine cases out of ten of overheating 
that come to the dispensary are caused by 
drink,“ Said Dr. Steinmetz. The great pre- 
ventive is to let beer and liquor alone and 
keep out of the sun as much as possible. 
Besides having his temperature increased by 
intoxicating drinks, a man who is under the 
influence of liquor instead of trying to keep 
inthe shade like other people, goes right 
ahead, regardless of whether he is walking 
in the sun or shade and takes no 
care whatever of himself. It is a 
good plan to take a small piece of ice tn the 
mouth occasionally and let it melt there. An 
occasional drink of water that is cold, but 
not chilling, is good, but too much should not 
be taken. Acid drinks, such as lemonade, 
are good. Many people who come here are 
more drunk than overheated, although they 
are generally suffering from a touch of the 
sun also. A dose of cold water has a wonder- 
ful effect on them. One fellow we had in here 
who had been drinking somewhat, jumped up 
with a howl when 1 threw pitcher of ice 
water on him, and nude as he was, ran 
out in Market street. He came back again, 
however, byt was considerably sobered up, 
although hé really was suffering some from 
the sun also.’’ 


What time of year are funstrokes the 


worst?’’ 

1 think that July is usually the worst 
month, The biggest year I remember of for 
sunstrokes was in 1887, and we had nearly ail 
our cases between the isth and 30th of July. 
Cases of heat usually commence 
coming on aboutsor4 o’clocK in the after- 
noon, though sometimes succumb as 
early in the as 11 o’clock or noon, but 
these are only occasional cases.

Fifty Acres onthe Western Border Sold 
for $85,000—A 50-Foot Olive Street 
Corner—Water Mains—Madison and 
East St. Louis. 


The sale of two extensive tracts of land on 
the western border of the city, one a parcel 
of ten acres situated at the southwest corner 
of the Bonhomme and Skinker roads, and the 
other a forty acre piece located on the north 
line of the Bonhomme road, a short distance 
west of the city limits was consummated yes 
terday by C. C. Nicholls, the aggregate con- 
sideration for the two plats being $85,000. 

The ten acre parcel at the corner of the 
Skinker road will subdivide, Mr. Nicholls 
says, into 1,700 front feet on the Bonhomme 
road, a continuation of Delmar avenue due 
west of the Wabash tracks at Rosedale Sta- 
tion, Washington avenue and Kingsbury 
boulevard. This property owned, by Geo. T. 
Parker, A. K. Stuart and S. G. Scaritt, was 
sold for $25,000 to H. B. Scammell. 

The other plot, a tract ot forty-two acres on 
the north side of the Bonhomme road, a short 
distance west of Mr. Scammell’s purchase, 
beyond the city cimits on the direct route 
from the main business center out to Clayton, 
owned by Frank O. Fisher, was sold for 
$60,000 to a syndicate composed of T. 8. 
McPheeters, O. K. Ramsey and J. v. Little. 
This tract will ‘subdivide into 8,000 
front feet. It lies in the direct path of pro- 
posed Clemens, Cates, Cabanne and Von 
Versen avenues. Lying on the route of 
building progress westward, both the prop- 
erties being well elevated ground, nicely 
shaded with large trees of native growth, 
the land is destined in the near future to be- 
come very valuable for residence purposes. 
Appreciating the enhancing value of this new 
territory between the city and Clafton steps 
have already been taken by interested prop- 
erty-owners along the route to accelerate its 
development by the organization of a com- 
pany to build an electric street railway to 
connect with the Lindell Line at the inter- 
section of Delmar and De Balievere avenues 
and to be operated westward to Pennsy)- 
vanla avenue and thence south to the 
county seat.

ALIENS MUST GO. 


Street Commissioner Murphy's Instruc- 
tions to Supt. Duffy. 


AN ORDER WHICH CREATED A STIR AT 
THE CITY HALL. 


The Street Commissioner Does Not Believe 
in Men Who Have Not Been Natural- 
ized, or Who Do Not Attend to Their 
Registration, Holding Any Office—Oity 
Hall News. 


General Superintendent Duffy of the Street 
Department hasthe somewhat difficult and 
rather peculiar task before him of searching 
out the unnaturalized citizens in the depart- 
ment and makinga report to the Commis- 
sioner of the result. 

There has been a great deal of kicking done 
about ‘‘foreigners’’ in the Street Depart- 
ment for the past four or five years. From 
time to time the complaints have been 
heard, investigated in a sort of half way 
fashion andthen dropped again. The men 
against whom the objections are now being 
made occupy mostly positions as draughts- 
men and engineers. Supt. Duffy got his in- 
structions from Maj. Murphy to-day in the 
following form:

The additional recommendation of the 
Street Commissioner is to the effect that all 
those wao have not registered to vote should 
be made to do so. This is in spirit very com- 
mendable, but it has been ventured by some 
that Maj. Murphy is overstepping his au- 
thority in saying that ‘‘all the employes 
should also be compelled to comply with the 
State registration laws.’’ 

Mr. Duffy will make the demanded inves- 
tigation, but it is doubtful if he can so ar- 
range it that the day laborerson the streets 
can be classed as ‘‘elected and appointed 
officers.’” He may, however, succeed in put- 
ting as broad a construction on the charter 
provision as does Maj. Murphy. 


Opinions From the City Counselor. 


City Counselor Marshall was building opin- 
ions, as usual, this morning. He is now 
turning out about three a day, and is begin- 
ning to wonder how the city officials man- 
aged to get along before he came in. 

He has givena sort of half-way opinion on 
a question which has been one of considera- 
ble interest toa great many people lately. 
The Assembly has been at work ona bill to 
change the name of Biddle street to 
Gamble street, on the simple plan 
that a street should have the 
same name throughout its entire length, and 
as the west end of “Biddle street is called 
Gamble street, they selected that name. Mr. 
Marshall’s opinion to the effect that the 
Mayor could use his veto power was brought 
out by the following pointed letter: 

Hon. E. A. Noonan, Mayor: 

I see that the bill changing the name of Biddle 
street has gone to engrossment. Half a century ago 
my uncle aj. Thomas Biddie and his wife, Mrs. 
Ann Biddle (a daughter of John Mullan- 
phy and a sister of Judge Bryan Mul- 

auphy), did more in the way of founding 
and endowing hospitals and other noble gifts tothe 
then poor and struggling city than any other of her 
citizens. Ifthe street must have a name why not 
follow the usual custom of retaining the name of the 
eastern and much older portion? 

To change the name of Biddle street for the benefit 
of some petty land speculator is toinsult the graves 
ot two of St. Louis’ early benefactors.

The Board of Underwriters are 
not acting under any law in making the rules requir- 
ing the inspections and collecting the fee. In this 
respect they are a law unto themselves. Their 
wer lies in the fact that unless persons submit to 
heir terms they cannot get insurance in any of the 
board companies, or can only do so at such rates as 
they demand. No person is obliged to submit to their 
terms or demands if he can do without insurance or 
can get insurance in non-board companies. ; 
Both communications will be returned to
